In a word, he fo far reftored this charity 
to its original defign, and \eft it under fuch 
due reguiation, that his immediate fucceffor 
Beaufort, having tefolved to difpofe of fome 
part. of, his great wealth to the like purpofes,

Extraf of a Letter from Major-General Abet- 
crombie, to the Right Hen. Mr. Secretary 
Pitt, dated at Camp, at Lake George, July 
72, 1758. 

The embarkation of the artillery, ftores, 
and proviféons, being compleated on the 
evening of the 4th inftant, next morning, 
at bréak of day, the tents were ftruck, and 
all the troops, amounting to 6367 regulars, 
officers, light infantry, and Rangers in- 
cluded, and 9024 provincials, including 
officers and batteau men, embarked in about 
goo batteaus and 135 whale boats, the ar- 
tillery, to cover our landing, being mounted 
on rafts, At five in the evening reached 
Sabbath- day nt (25 miles down'the fake) 
where we halted till ten, then got under 
way again, and proceeded to the landing 
place (a cover leading to the French ad- 
vanced guard) which we reached early next 
morning, the 6th, Upon our arrival, fent 
out a reconnoitering party ; and, having 
met with no oppofition, landed the troops, 
formed them in four columns, regulars in 
the centre, and provincials on the flanks, 
and marched towards the enemy’s advanced 
guard, compofed of one ‘battalion, pofted 
in a logged camp, which, upon our ap- 
proach, they deferted, ark fetting fire to 
their tents, and deftroying every thing they 
could ; but as their retreat was very preci- 
pitate, they left feveral things behind, whith 
they had not time either to burn, or carry 
off.
